Education iu Ontario. 



An advanca copy of the Koport ol 
tbe Chief Suporiutendont of Ed- 
ucation for Ontario Is before uu 
Tho Koport covers tho year 1870, 
and exhibits a highly encouraging ratio 
of progress. The total receipts for 
Common School purposoa for tho year 
amounted to Sl,944,3lU t — closo upoa 
two millions^ andbeiogan increase over 
tho previooB year oi 5116,938. The 
total expenditure was §1,712,060. Of 
this sum $1,222,681 was paid in teach- 
ers' salariou, The BtiVuto requires tho 
returns of school population to iuclnde 
children bo* wean tbo ages of five and 
eixtoon ; but it confers cqml right of 
Bttendunoo upoa all residents up to tho 
a^o of iwent) -one, Tho roturn before 
Xia shows the Behool population of On- 
tario (betweon the nges of fivo and six- 
teen) to bo 483,906, being an increaso 
ol 13,566 over previous year. Thennmbor 
of theee attending school waB 420,488, 
on inorea8o over preceding year of 11,- 
304. Tbo number of outsido ago atten- 
ding school was 22 ; 030| — making tho 
total attendance 4-12,518. Oftheso 233,- 
881 wcro beys, and 2119,137 girls, Tho 
number reported m not attending 
school is 3l,2G5, showing a decrease us 
against proceding year of 8,395. This 
docreafio is gru.ilying, but ilio ouperin- 
teudent expresses tho earueot bopo that, 
through tho Christian and patriotic 
ext'rtioiiB of the por pic, aided by tho 
now umend moots in the School Law 
on tho subjrfOt, of compuleory attendance, 
this item may soon disappear Irom ih« 
rvports aliogeiher. Thoro aro .1,066 
schools, with 5 165 teachou of whom

reality, iboy are intolloctualiy starving 
their own children and wasting tbeir 
time by omploying an inferior teacher. 
Baeiness men rind it to their interest to 
employ good clerks, as one good clerk 
ia worth two poor ones ; and iu order 
to outbid and good clerks thoy pay 
them good salaries, Experience h»i 
long thown the soundness of this busi- 
ness rulo and practice in tho employ- 
ment of teachers, yet how many trus- 
tees and parents^ in (-chool matter'*, 
abandon the rulo on which not only the 
merchant bat tho sensible furmer acts 
iu employing laborers, preferring lo give 
bi^h wages for good laborers, rather 
than to givo lower wages to poor 
laborers. ' These are wordsot w tsdom and 
ripe experience, which it ie t3 be waned thai 
those brtviog the management of educational 
matters in Biiliab Columbia may read, mark, 
learn, ami inwardly dices'. Under our eya- 
tem there is no temptation to trustees and 
parents to tall into the channel of (alse 
economy in tho matter of teachers' Balariel, 
It. i?, therefore, to tbo Hoard of Education, 
the Superintendent and tbo Government thai 
we would respectfully comm and the sentiment 
so well enunciated by Dr RyeraoD, after so 
m-my years' (ever siuco 1844) experience In 
toe educational institutions ot the country. 
It is a. remarknblo and most encouraging fea- 
ture of tbe Report that, although ample pro- 
vision was made in the law for the establifh- 
ment of seoarate schools, with a view to 
meeting the objections and scruples ol Roman 
(Jalboiics, tbo number ul theba separate 
Bcbool?, instead ol increasing, bad dwindled 
down to lG:t. This circumstance speaks loud- 
er than wordd iu praise of tbe public school 
system, which has attained sucb a high degree 
o! excellence, thai denoiu national schools can- 
not exist alongside of it— are, in truth, wholly 
unnecessary, and have no business to eiist. 
The educational system of Ontario is main- 
tained al an annual cost of one dollar a head 
to the erjtire population. Tho Report (com- 
prising as it does a pamphlet of 75 pages) 
gives n. comparative view of the systems of 
Prussia, Austria, France, Switzerland, Eng. 
laud, Scotland, Ireland, and the [Jailed S ale, 
allowing pretty conclusively th.it from al 
these the cream has been c.refully gathered 
for Ontario. The necessi y lor a higher 
standard ot qualification of teacher and tbe 
desirability ol adopting a more comprehensive 
course ot study for the public schools, are 
strongly advocated. Altogether the Report is 
a most interesting one, and allows that, after 
twoti ty-seveu years' service, Dr Ryerson haH 
abated naught in that force of thought and 
enthusiastic devotion lo the cause which have 
C30Spirrd to place Ontario in tho loremost 
ranks of educilicgand progressive countries.
